TECHNOCRACY 

For now sometime the newspapers have 
been carrying considerable news and 
comment concerning the above’ subject. 
They advocate state control, they 
themselves, of course, supervising the job 
contending that they have a solution for 
the world’s paralyzed condition. 

We are at a loss to Know after me- 
chanical science through the invention 
of machinery has thrown twelve millicn 
men out of employment what invention 
they have to put these men back to work. 
The fact is that state control is a twin 
brother to sovietism, but if I am correc:- 
ly informed, the American Society of en- 
gineers has adopted the fasces as their 
emblem which was an old Roman majes- 
tical mark of authority and identifies 
itself in some sense with Rome, but in 
either instance state control or the spread 
of the power of the fasces is foreign 
to American policies. 

From the Bible we learn that God plan- 
ned men to own their homes and lands 
and if these were sold it could not be 
for a longer period of time than 
the year of Jubilee which was every fif- 
tieth year. That which advocates state 
control thru capitalism is foreign to the 
spirit of the commonwealth of religious 
people. I see no difference in the poor 
being dominated by capital and the gov- 
ernment taking its place and reducing all 
private citizens to slaves. Whatever pow- 
er departs from divine order does not 
design the good or general welfare of 
mankind. Therefore technocracy is evi- 
dently a working of the spirit of the Anti- 
christ trying to draw the industries un- 
der the authority of the state where the 
Antichrist could more closely and readily 
seize its reins. 

Quoting from Dan. 7:25, He shall wear 
out the saints of the most High, and 
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think to change times and laws, which 
according to Dan. 2:21 belongs to the 
Lord Himself.Therefore, that which seeks 
to change the divine order of the com- 
monwealth among the people reducing 
them to slaves of the government is par- 
ticularly a spirit of the working of the 
Antichrist whether it comes thru the 
government or engineers or other society.

APOSTASY 

Professor Hornell Hart of Byrn Mawr 
College says that the recent social trend 
in the United States points to the set- 
ting aside of previous Christian  stand- 
ards and setting up some form of new 
religion different from traditional Chris- 
tianity as Christianity is from Judaism. 
This religion, he goes on to state, is the 
rise of a “social gospel” or a rise to 
“open-minded religion.” The question 
naturally arises, Is such possible? We an- 
swer in the light of the Scripture in be- 
half of Christianity that it is not, yet 
on the other hand we would find that the 
world will wax worse and worse, deceiv- 
ing and being deceived because the car- 
nal mind is enmity against God for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. Therefore what Professor 
Hart terms the rise of a new religion is 
only a falling away from true religion 
and clasping hands with the world. 

Just here it would be well to read 2 
Tim. 3:1-8. These verses describe the rea- 
son for a departure from New Testament 
standards of religion and also define 
what will be the outcome. In V. 8 these 
also resist the truth. Men of corrupt 
minds reprobate concerning the faith. V. 
9 names the limit and success of such re- 
ligion as Jannes and Jambres came to a 
sudden stop, even so it is here declared 
they shall proceed no farther for their 
folly shall be manifest unto all men as 
theirs also was. The supposed new rell- 
gion Professor Hart mentions is only fol- 
ly, “And in his folly he shall go astray.” 
Thus it is only a departure from inspired 
truth.

CHURCHES AND COLLEGES 

The Literary Digest speaks concerning 
the “survival of the fittest’ regarding 
colleges and churches. Concerning col- 
leges, only one out of 44 year colleges 
have been closed because of financial 
lack. One out of every 45 hospitals and 
only one in every 2,344 churches. In the 
same article it is pointed out that bust!- 
ness usually borrows for expansion about 
50 per cent of its value but that our phil- 
antropic institutions have usually raised 
money before they expanded, consequent- 
ly there is only 10 per cent aggregate 
debt on all our 210,000 church edifices 
and only 4 per cent aggregate debt on the 
property and endowment of 680 colleges. 

It would seem that these institutions 
financed generally from a standpoint of 
charity are the strong and more able to 
weather the storms than our other busi- 
ness institutions . This proves. tie 
strength of charity and that there is per- 
haps more interest in religion and educa- 
tion than is generally allowed for.

HE object of this 

article on _ the 
vital subject “Where 
are the Dead?” 
is to help those concerned regarding the 
abode of the soul that departs this life. 
Many tell us that after death we sleep 
in the grave awaiting the resurrection. 
It is true that the body sleeps and smold- 
ers back to mother earth, but we are con- 
cerned about the soul of the just and tne 
unjust. If the body were the soul, and 
the soul were the body, then there would 
be no question to consider, but since the 
soul is spiritual, immortal, volitional, and 
eternal, then we must under- 
stand that it exists in the reality of an- 
other clime. 

In the next article I hope to consider 
the subject “What is Man?” thus convey- 
ing to the minds of the readers man’s 
eternal, spiritual, and immortal part. 

Job 14:10, “But man dieth, and wast- 
eth away: yea, man giveth up the ghost, 
and where is he?” This is one of the 
greatest questions for consideration 
among many. There are those who de- 
clare that it is immaterial regarding our 
estate after death, and say, “I do not 
care to know.” Others say we die and 
all that befalls us befalls an animal. But 
I do not believe we should take the mat- 
ter lightly.

WHERE DO WE GO AFTER DEATH? 

Gen. 37:35, “I will go down into the 
grave unto my son mourning. Thus his 
father wept for him.” (R. V., “go down 
to SHEOL to my son mourning.”) Yet, 
Jacob said in the verse above that, 
“Joseph is without doubt rent in pieces.” 
Jacob evidently thought that Joseph was 
in the belly of a lion or some other 
beast, yet he said, “I will go down (not 
up, but down to Sheol) to my son.” We 
must conclude here that Jacob knew his 
son had a soul and that it went down. 

Sheol, pit, Hades, and grave mean the 
same in many places. Jacob said, “I will 
go down to the grave to my son,” yet 
his son was supposed to have been de- 
voured, thus we see grave here is equiv- 
alent to Sheol. Sheol is a Hebrew word 
equivalent to the Greek word “Hades.” 
King James translates thus: pit three 
times, grave thirty-one times, and hell 
thirty-one times. They did not seem to 
understand the divisions in Sheol, thus 
a fusion. But we wish to say

WHAT KIND OF A PLACE IS SHEOL?

In Luke 16 we geta 
glimpse of Sheol. We 
see Dives, the rich 
man, in torment, 
having all five of his senses. Again we 
see another person, Lazarus, having a 
good time in Abraham’s bosom or the up- 
per division of Sheol. Between the two 
was a great gulf fixed so that neither 
of them could pass from one place to 
the other. The lower part of Sheol was 
a place of the wicked dead, being tor- 
mented, and the upper was a place of 
the Old Testament righteous, being in 
comfort, a great gulf between. We will 
take this up with the remaining part of 
the artic'e. 
WHERE IS SHEOL LOCATED? 

My answer is, In the heart of the earth. 
Sixty-five Old Testament passages refer 
to Sheol. Thirty of them tell us it is 
down, the others do not give any direc- 
tion at all. But Jacob said, “I will go 
DOWN to Sheol to my son.” David said 
in Psa. 63:9, “But those that seek my 
soul to destroy it, shall go into the LOW- 
ER PARTS of the EARTH.” In Rom. 
16:32, 33 we see a pit more than _ six 
feet deep, and I believe the above scrip- 
ture to clearly state the location of Sheol. 

WHERE DID JESUS GO WHEN HE 

DIED ON THE CROSS? 

My answer is, Into the heart of the 
earth; namely, SHEOL (Paradise). In 
Matt. 12:40 Jesus said, “For as Jonah 
was three days and three nights in the 
whale’s belly; so shall the Son of man 
be three days and three nights in tae 
HEART OF THE EARTH.” Now we 
turn to Luke in order to determine for 
sure the destiny of the righteous depart- 
ed. (We have found that Jacob’s’ son 
would have gone down if he had died. 
Jacob said he was going down, and Je- 
sus went down into the heart of the 
earth; namely, Sheol, so let us consider 
another.) Luke 23:43, Jesus said to the 
repeniant thief on the cross, “Verily 1 
say unto thee, To day shalt thou be w.tn 
me in paradise.” Where? in Paradise? 
Yes, and it was in the heart of the eartn. 
And that very day the converted conviet 
went with Jesus to Paradise. I miznt 
say further that the comma in the second 
clause of V. 43 is in the correct place 
thus conveying the truth. 

In 1 Peter 3:18, 19, “For Christ also 
hath suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust (Jesus the just one), that he 
might bring US to God, being put tw 
death in the FLESH (not spirit), but 
quickened by the Spirit: By which also 
he went and preached unto the spirits 
in prison.” V. 20, “Which sometime were 
disobedient, * * * in the days of Noah.” 
Those souls that went down to a watery 
grave in Noah’s day Jesus preached wo. 
Zechariah spoke of them in 9:11, 12, 
“And for thee also, by the blood of thy 
covenant I have sent forth thy PRISON- 
ERS out of the PIT (Sheol) wherein ts 
no water. Turn you to the strong hold, 
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ye prisoners of hope: even to day do I 
declare that I will render double unto 
thee.” This prophetical statement was 
fulfilled in Jesus as recorded in the Epts- 
tle of Peter to which we have referred. 
DID JESUS STAY IN SHEOL? 

No. Thank God! He said, “I am he 
that liveth and was dead, and BEHOLD 
I am alive for ever more, and have the 
keys of death and hell (Sheol, Hades).” 
Jesus fulfilled the prophecy of David in 
Psalm 16, and Peter stated the fulfill- 
ment in Acts 2:25-32. “Thou will not 
leave my soul in hell, neither wilt thou 
suffer thine Holy One to see corruption.” 
Jesus broke the bands of death and hell 
asunder and arose out of that dark a@»- 
main, and today is seated on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high. Thank Goa 
for an all-conquering Christ. a 
DID THE SAINTS OF THE OLD TEs- 

TAMENT GO TO HEAVEN? 

They went down to Sheol, heart of tne 
earth. John 3:13, “And no man hath as- 
cended up to heaven but he that came 
down from heaven, even the Son of man 
wh.ch is in heaven.” This is to be applica 
before the crucifixion. Moffatt’s transla- 
tion, “And yet the Son of man, descena- 
ed from heaven, is the ONLY one wnv 
has ever ascended into heaven.” 

“Wherefore he saith, When he ascend- 
ed up on high, he led captivity captive, 
and gave gifts unto men. (Now that he 
ascended, what is it but that he also de- 
scended first into the lower parts of the 
earth? He that descended is the same at- 
so that ascended up far above all heav- 
ens, that he might fill all things.” Eph. 
4:8-10. In this scripture we see the work 
of Jesus who went down into Sheol for 
the specific purpose of delivering the 
prisoners of hope out of the prison house, 
and then ascended up far above all heav- 
ens and took with Him the saints of the 
Old Testament. See Matt. 27:50-52. This 
is proof of their resurrection. Hosea 
13:14, “I will ransom them from the 
power of the grave (Scofield says Sheol), 
I will redeem them from death: O death, 
I will be thy plague; O grave, I will be 
thy destruction: repentance shall be hid 
from mine eyes.” Here Hosea looked 
down the corridor of time and saw the 
purpose o; Jesus carried out in the de- 
livering of the prisoners from the power 
of the grave (Sheol). 

Matt. 16:18, “Upon this rock I will 
build my church; and the gates of hell 
(Hades, Greek) shall not prevail against 
it.” Jesus here referred to the Old®Testa- 
ment church which the gates of hell pre- 
vailed against, but the one He was to 
build or establish would not be prevailed 
against by the gates of hell, as when we 
step off the stage of action here we go up 
to Paradise and not down, for Jesus nas 
come and led captivity captive and gave 
gifts unto men. Some think that the 
gates of he!l mean trials and _persecu- 
tions, etc., but not so in the proper set- 
ting of the scripture, as He was here giv- 
ing the New Testament church that 
which the Old Testament church did aot 
have. Hence the gates of hell (Hades)

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“ohe Silent Architeé and His “Work 


ND the house * * * was built of 
fae made ready before it was 
brought thither: so that there was nel- 
ther hammer nor ax nor any tool of iron 
heard in the house, while it was in 
building,” 1 Kings 6:7. 

Five hundred years after the exodus 
Solomon completed the tremendous work 
of building the magnificent temple, pro- 
jected by the Architect of the Universe. 
It was quite natural for the Israelites, af- 
ter they had reached the promised land, 
to aspire to the work of building a tempie 
in honor of God. Before they could ac- 
complish this cherished project, howevei, 
there was much preliminary work to be 
done. Many difiicu!tics were to be over- 
come and a protracted period necessarily 
elapsed; nevertheless there was a grau- 
ual working up to the starting point. 

David was anxious to build this temple 
which was to be known as “The house 
of God,” but the one insuperable obstacle 
was in his way—he could not get the fiat 
of God. Being a man of blood it was not 
for him to eommence to build the house 
in which God would choose to set His 
name. This sacred work was left to Solo- 
mon, David’s wise son, to begin and 
carry it to its completion in more peace- 
ful times. “In the fourth year of his 
reign were the foundations of the house 
laid and in the eleventh year was the 
house finished throughout ‘in all parts 
thereof. So he was seven years in build- 
ing it.” 

Never were grander preparations, 
never a more magnificent temple. It was 
simple and beautiful from massive foun- 
dation-stones to fine-twined curtains. 
Silently, majestically its massive walis 
rose toward heaven without the sound of 
hammer or ax, for its stones had been 
chiseled in the quarry, and its beams had 
b-en fitted to their places amid the 
forests of Lebanon. There was no busy 
hum or clamor, no voice of the mason 
calling to the carpenter, no turmoil and 
confusion as silently the sacred work 
moved on. 

This is God’s method in all His work. 
In the six great creative acts in which 
Our world was brought into existence 
there is no intimation of noisy sounds 
or clamor. Even now the mighty changes 
in the processes of nature are carried on 
silently. The seasons follow each other 
witlut sound. The rose bud opens _ st- 
lently. So with the falling of the snow- 
flakes and the revolving of the stars. The 
train rattles along at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour and we are wearied with 
the constant noise, but our planet speeds 
thru space at sixty thousand miles au 
hour, and in the midst of the tremend- 
ous whirl we can hear the hum of tne 
bee, the flutter of the bird’s wing, ana 
the beating of one’s heart. Light travers 
one hundred and _ eighty-six thousand 
miles per second, yet noiseless and with- 
out clamor. - 

FORCE, LAW and MIND are the three 
factors in the process of nature. FORCE

canxzot be defined. We say it is whatever 
sets matter in motion, but the word 
“whatever” suggests the problem of ex- 
plaining force. We say the apples fall to 
the ground by the force of gravitation, 
but what is that? A tree is shattered by 
the lightning and we call it elcciric 
force; but who has defined electricity? A 
mushroom grows up in the night; the 
power within is vital power, but what 
is vital power? The fact is obvious, but 
who can explain. 

LAW—fovce werxs thru law. A mir- 
acle is force working thru law without 
the intervention of secondary causes. 
The first miracle wrought in Cana of 
Galilee was as silent as the distilling mn 
the vineyard. Jesus commanded that the 
water pots be filled. Then He said, “Draw 
out now and bare to the governor of the 
feast,” but who of the company knew 
when the change from water to wine 
took place? 

MIND—the forces that operate’ thru 
law in the process of nature and also in 
miraculous events are superintended by 
the Infinite Intellect. We may loox 
abroad in nature and see that the process 
is directed by a Mind Infinite. 

The natural and spiritual kingdoms 
are both developed by the same _ rule, 
therefore, nature becomes a witness to 
the kingdom of God. In His_ parables, 
Jesus used the things of nature to illus- 
trate the power of the spiritual kingdom. 
“The king of God cometh not with ob- 
servation.” Not with pomp and show and 
noise, but like the mustard seed, germi- 
nating in silence and silently growing till 
it becomes large enough for the fowls 
to lodg2 in its branches! Like the leaven 
hid in the meal which silently but surery 
worked till the whole was leavened! 

We are now in the province of God's 
grace. Grace is an inscrutable force, work- 
ing thru the law of love under the super- 
vision of an Infinite Mind. The  begtn- 
ning of a Christian life is as mysterious 
as crossing the tropics, and as real as 
the air we breathe. “The wind bloweth 
where it listeth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth, so is ev- 
ery one that is born of the Spirit.” Jno. 
3:8. No mistaxe about the wind blowing, 
but who can describe its course. There 
is no doubt about our spiritual birth, but 
who of us can define the force by which 
we were regenerated. The process is like 
the drawing of the magnet. All the sub- 
sequent life of a Christian is under the 
same gentle influence. Our gracious God 
would build our souls into temples fit 
for His indwelling, but He would build 
without the sound of hammer or ax. He 
is the author of peace and does not build 
in confusion or clamor. 

“Ye also as lively stones are built up 
a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices to God by 


Jesus Christ,” 1 Pet. 2:5. We believe this 
spiritual house that Peter speaks of being 
built up, is the Church that Jesus said 
He would build. The temple that God ae- 
signed and permitted Solomon to build 
was a type of the Church of God. Solo- 
mon could build the temple because he 
wis peaceful and not a man of war. Je- 
sus could build the Church because He 
was Prince of peace and the Architecr 
of the Universe. The temple was ‘built of 
stone “made ready” before it was brought 
to the place of construction. So does 
Jesus prepare the lively stones before 
they are added to His Church. His build- 
ing must be a spiritual work, therefore, 
it must be built without the noise of 
clamor or confusion. 

As the walls of the magnificent temple 
majestically, mysteriously and peacefully 
arose to its ultimate completion, so it ts 
with the Church of God. With the Son 
of God as superintendent, designer, and 
builder, its foundations of faith and love 
were peacefully laid. Its massive wa!ls 
of truth, gifts and governments majes- 
tically arose. God, thru the work of His 
Son, set the members in the body as it 
pleased Him. 1 Cor. 12:18. As in the stx 
creative acts, the Infinite Mind adjust- 
ed all things to their proper uses—the 
seasons to silently follow each other, 
the rose bud to quietly unfold its beau- 
ty, the eye to see, the nose to smell, tne 
ear to hear—so was the building of the 
Church of God. “This is a great mystery: 
But I speak concerning Christ and the 
church.” 

Jesus announced that He would build 
His Church after God had revealed Him 
to His followers. The Church was built 
thru divine revelation, without the noisy 
sound cf tumult or clamor and it must 
be maintained by the same rule. God, 
save the Church from so much noise tn 
these days of confusion and peril. “For 
God is not the Author of confusion, but 
of peace, as in all churches of the saints,” 
1 Cor. 14:33. When we speak of noise 
we do not refer to the shouts of victary 
in the services, but to the useless. ats- 
cussions in the business and about tne 
doctrine of the Church. 

Paul told the saints at Ephesus thar 
they were fellow citizens with the saints 
(Jewish saints) and of the household of 
God. In 1 Tim. 3:15 it is made clear 
that the house of God and the Church of 
God are identical, therefore, the saints 
at Ephesus being of the household of 
God they were of the Church of God and 
constitute the church at that place that 
is designated as one of the seven church- 
es of Asia. Paul further told the Ephe- 
sian church that they were built upon 
the foundation of the apostles and proph- 
ets, Jesus Christ being the “chief cor- 
ner stone.” This shows that the church 
at Ephesus was built, and had a founda- 
tion. Addressing them as a building, Paul 
further said, “In whom (Jesus Christ) 
ALL the building fitly framed together

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IL @hen Shall “We Know 
If We Follow on to Know he Lord 


Text: 1 John 1:7. 
UT if we walk in 
the light. The 

thought of our lesson is, these peo- 
ple already had a knowledge of the Lord, 
but were admonished by the prophet to 
follow on (a continuation of following) 
to know Him. In other words, to know 
more about Him and have a greater ex- 
perience. 

Some one may question if an individ- 
ual. has a knowledge of the Lord or an 
experience, is it possible to get a great- 
er experience? Yes, it is possible if we 
walk in the light, that is, to follow on 
to know the Lord. It is left up to the in- 
dividual whether they go on or not. We 
see from reading the Word that the 
twelve disciples of Jesus had a knowl- 
edge and an experience of the Lord be- 
fore they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Matt. 19:28. The disciples were 
inquiring who could be saved. After the 
iniquity of the young rich ruler Peter 
answered and said unto him, “Behold we 
(the twelve) have forsaken all, and fol- 
lowed thee; what shall we have there- 
fore? And Jesus said unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, That ye which have 
(present tense) followed me, in the re- 
generation when the Son of man shall 
sit in the throne of his glory, ye also 
shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel.” Of course, 
this has reference to a future event, that 
is, concerning the judging part, but tne 
thought is, they had already followed 
Him (Jesus) in regeneration and had a 
knowledge of Him. They were preaching 
the Gospel and healing the sick, ete. 
and yet we see them following Him on 
into a deeper and greater experience. 
They were not yet sanctified, for the 
blood had not yet been shed, and they 
could not be sanctified until the blood 
was shed (Heb. 13:12) and were not yet 
filled with the Holy Ghost, for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given. St. John 7:39. 
Likewise we see in Luke 10 where Jesus 
appointed other seventy also (Luke 10:1) 
and sent them forth to preach the Gospel 
and heal the sick, etc. and in the 17tn 
verse we see where the seventy returned 
with joy (had an experience) saying, 
“Lord, even the devils are subject unto 
us through thy name.” In the 20th verse 
He tells them in reply not to rejoice 
“because the devils are subject unto you, 
but rather rejoice because your names 
are written in heaven.” So we see De- 
yond a doubt that they had an experience, 
even their names written in heaven. But 
yet they were to follow Him and His tn- 
structions to Pentecost. We are to walk 
in the light as He is in the light, and 
He was filled with the Holy Ghost. Luke 
4:1, 

We find in St. John 17 where Jesus 
was praying for His followers and in 
the 16th verse He said, “They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the 
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world.” My, what a wonderful exper:- 
ence they had—not of the world, even as 
He (Jesus) was not of the world. Ana 
yet in the next verse He prayed for 
them to be sanctified. Now what is tne 
thought there? It is that there was a 
greater experience for them and He 
wants them to walk in the light as He 
Himseif did walk, follow on. to know 
the Lord. In the 19th verse He said, 
“For their sakes I sanctify myself, that 
they also might be sanctified.” So we 
see Him, our loving Pattern or Exampte, 
going before, marxing out the way for 
His followers to come after Him. 

In St. John 14:16 we hear Him speak- 
ing to His followers to this end, “And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” The Comforter, 
of course, is the Holy Ghost. St. John 
14:26. Did the disciples have an experi- 
ence at this time? Surely they did! Tne 
Holy Ghost was even dwelling with them, 
and yet they were not filled with the 
Holy Ghost. The 17th verse says, “Even 
the Spirit of truth whom the world (un- 
converted) cannot receive because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him but ye 
know him (had a knowledge of him) for 
he dwelleth with you and shall _ be in 
you” (future tense). The thought is, He 
already was dwelling with them and they 
were moved by Him and yet He was to 
come into them (be fiYled). It is one 
thing to be moved by the Holy Ghost and 
another to be filled with Him. Peter 
speaking of the ‘old prophets and therr 
prophesying said, “The prophecy of old 
time came not by the will of man but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” The prophets 
were not filled with the Holy Ghost, but 
were moved by Him. 

Again we hear Jesus speaking to His 
followers in Luke 24:49, “Behold, I send 
the promise of my Father upon you.” 
What was the promise He was speaking 
of? The promise of the Father is tae 
Holy Ghost. Acts 1:4-5; Acts 2:37-39. 
God had promised His Son if He would 
come and shed His biood to cleanse the 
temple of man, He would send the Holy 


Ghost which is in you (these folks had * 


been filled) which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own, for ye are bought 
with a price (blood of Jesus), therefore, 
glorify God in your body.” We are bought 
with the price of the blood of the Son of 
God ( 1 Peter 1:18-19) and when we are 
filled with the Holy Ghost He is in us, 
which Jesus said He would be, which we 
have of God (the Promise of the Father). 
In other words, God the Holy Ghost, as 
God the Son, or Son of God, after telling 
them of the promise of the Father that

would endue them 
with power, He led 
them out as far as 
Bethany and blessed 
them. The time had come for them to 
go on into a greater experience and, 
glory to His precious name, He led them 
and they followed Him to Bethany and 
then He lifted up His hands and bless- 
ed them and sent them on their way te 
Jerusalem with great joy (had an experi- 
ence). Then that number (120, Acts 
1:15) of preachers and the women con- 
tinued with one accord in prayer ana 
praising and blessing God, and when 
the day of Pentecost had fully come they 
all were filled with the Holy Ghost and 
began to speak’ with other tongues as the 
Spirit (Holy Ghost) gave the utterance. 

Some may say, “After Pentecost the 
continuation of following on into a grear- 
er experience ceased.” Let us examine 
the Scriptures and see. We find from 
reading Acts 8 that there came a great 
persecution against the Church of Goa, 
Stephen being stoned to death, ete. ana 
the preachers were scattered abroad ane 
went forth preaching the Word every- 
where. V. 4. Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria and preached Christ unto 
them. V. 5. The people with one accord 
gave heed and there was great joy m 
that city. Now why was there great joy? 
It was because they were saved from 
their sins. How do we know that they 
were saved? Because V. 12 plainly states 
that the people believed and were bap- 
tized. Mark 16:16. “He that believetn 
and is baptized shall be saved.” So they 
had believed and were baptized and greaz 
joy was in that city. Why? Because tue 
burden of sins had rolled away and they 
rejoiced in their happy Christ-forgiven 
souls. After all this great time of Tejoic- 
ing and being baptized in water the apos- 
tles which were at Jerusalem (Headquar- 
ters of the Church) heard that Sa- 
maria had _ received the Word of 
God and they sent (government of 
the Church) unto them Peter and 
John who when they were come down 
prayed for them that they might recetve 
the Holy Ghost. Acts 8:14-13. We see 
from reading V. 17 that when Peter ana 
John came and laid hands on them they 
did receive the Holy Ghost, so we see 
from these Seriptures it is an undispur- 
able fact that’ these people did get a 
greater experience; and how did they? 
They obtained it by walxing in the lignt, 
following on. 

Then turning to Acts 10 we fina a 
man who was a devout one (devoted to 
religion, heartfelt—Dictionary) and one 
that feared God with all his house gave 
much alms to the people and prayed to 
God always. V. 2. V. 3 tells us that he 
(Cornelius) even had a vision and an an- 
gel of God came to him. My, what a 
great man of God and what a great ox- 
perience he had with Him, seeing visions

My “Grip to Mexico 


J. H. INGRAM 


OUBTLESS our readers are awaiting 
D some word from Mexico and won- 
dering what has been done in the mean- 
time with reference to our mission work 
in that country, since the money was ap- 
propriated at the 27th Annual Assembiy 
in October for the purpose of purchasing 
a building for our Mexican Headquar- 
ters. 

A WORD OF EXPLANATION 

Some word of explanation may be 
necessary as to why this long delay in 
transacting this business, and of course, 
you have a perfect right to know since 
your contributions to the cause are in- 
volved in this matter. 

First, the extra money needed to de- 
fray my expenses on the trip was not 
available for six weeks or so, then it 
took another three weeks to make the 
trip from California to Mexico, including 
the time spent in negotiating with the 
different authorities and others involved 
in the deal. Afterward another two weeks 
were spent in modeling the interior of 
the building in order that it may be bet- 
ter suited to the needs of the mission, 
and also conform to the rules of the 
Mexican authorities governing churches. 
So I hope these few explanatory remarks 
will suffice for the time. 

ARRIVAL AT INTERNATIONAL 
BOUNDRY LINE 

On arrival at the International Boun- 
dry Line we were met by the lady who 
was the owner of the building we had un- 
der consideration to buy at Cuidad Obre- 
gon, and made arrangements to have her 
stop over and meet us a week later on 
her way to Mexico. In the meantime we 
made the remainder of the trip by train, 
it being 533 kilometers south of Noga- 
les, Ariz., the port of entry. We were en- 
gaged in a few nights’ meeting enroute, 
stopping at Nogales, Santa Ana and Her- 
mosillo, Sonora. 

IN NOGALES, SONORA 

While at the border we were entertain- 
ed in the home of Captain and Mrs. 
Roque Ortiz of the Salvation Army, who 
are carrying on relief work on both sides 
of the line, and have a Pentecostal church 
on the Mexican side with one hundred 
members. A wonderful revival was in pro- 
gress there. The Captain himself has the 
Pentecostal experience of the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost according to Acts 2:4, and 
while we were engaged in a bedtime 
prayer in his home the last night we 
were there, his wife fell prostrate under 
the power of the Holy Ghost and began 
speaxing and singing in other tongues 
as the Spirit gave the utterance. In the 
meantime, hearing as it were wonderful 
music at a distance, she would demon- 


strate with her hands as though she were 
playing musical instruments, finally lasp- 
ing into a trance as Peter the. apostle did 
while praying on the house-top at Joppa. 
Acts 10:9, 10. She lay as dead for five 
hours and cou!d scarcely speak in either 
the English or Spanish language for 
about twenty-four hours and would go 
dancing and skipping all over the house 
praising God at the siightest mention of 
the Lord, and she was so timid and back- 
ward before this. It was in realiiy the 
most wonderful baptism in the Spirit the 
writer had witnessed during the thirteen 
years of his ministry on both the home 
and foreign field. This makes eleven 
Salvation Army Captains and Lieuten- 
ants in this territory who have received 
the fulness of the Spirit and joined the 
ranks of the “Full Gospel Army.” Praise 
God for the good, wholesome teaching re- 
ceived in the “Army” meetings, which 
served to prepare these folks for greater 
blessings which the Lord has in store for 
all His believing children. “For the prom- 
ise is unto you, and to your children, and 
to all them that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
Acts 2:39. 

Captain Ortiz and his wife say that 
they are candidates for membership sn 
the Church of God and will bring in 
their congregation with them as soon as 
necessary arrangements can be made for 
a. change, so a8 to keep in conformity 
with honorable procedure. His church is 
not organized with the Salvation Army 
as they are not recognized in Mexico. 

You will pardon this belated statement 
with reference to Sister Ortiz’s experi- 
ence. I just wanted to mention that every 
one present was moved upon wonderfully 
by the Spirit, especially the writer, who 
under the anointing began to translate 
one of our popular songs into Spanish, 
singing at the same time. 

AT SANTA ANA, SONORA 

We stopped at Santa Ana on the way 
down, for one service, and had a nice 
gathering and the Lord blessed in a good 
way. We have thirty people who are 
ready to unite with the Church of God 
when the right time arrives, that is, 
when we can arrange for some kind of 
building for worship, as the Mexican 
government requires us to have some kind 
of a building dedicated solely to religious 
work, with a pool inside for baptizing as 
public baptizings are prohibited by law. 
We have several here waiting to be bap- 
tized, and some who have been indulging 
in common law marriages now wish !0 
be legally married since they are con- 
verted and have light on the _ subject. 
Please remember these people when you 
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pray. 

We made our next stop at Hermosillo, 
the state capital of Sonora, where we 
stayed three nights and had meeting the 
last two nights with considerable inter- 
est. We have about twenty-two members 
here who are looking forward to the *s- 
tablishment of a Church of God but are 
surrounded by circumstances similar to 
those at Santa Ana. They too are fit 
subjects for prayer. 

While in the capital city we were lodg- 
ed in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Luis 
Pelaez, brother-in-law and sister of Sis- 
ter Mary Atkinson, our Spanish Mission- 
ary. I wish to say that I never received 
a greater welcome anywhere, and I have 
traveled far and wide. In the eastern sec- 
tion of the United States people often 
make remarxs about shaking hands 
“clear up to the thumb.” That is putting 
it mild when it comes to Mexico, for they 
shake hands “clear up to the elbow.” In 
most cases they fold the thumb inside the 
hand with the fingers slightly bent znd 
with the body slightly inclined to the 
front extend the whole forearm, and in 
grasping you for a handshake they take 
your forearm in their hands and give 
you a good shaking, then reach up and 
give you a couple of slaps on each shoul- 
der and it makes one shrink back at 
times, thinking they might make a slip 
and get you around the neck, when it 
comes to greeting the opposite ser. 

Mr. Pelaez took great interest in show- 
ing us around the different places of in- 
terest in this quaint, first century look- 
ing, Spanish city with its narrow wind- 
ing streets lined with markets and ba- 
zaars typical of old Spain. A tour of in- 
spection thru the state house and federal 
palaces, with a visit to the stately Catho- 
lic cathedral where a service was in pro- 
gress, was most interesting. As we view- 
ed the busy worshipers who in their wild 
frenzy to do something which would ap- 
pease the wrath of an angry God passe 
from one image to another apparently 
bestowing kisses and at the same time 
making the sign of the cross and mum- 
bling as they bowed low, while aromatic 
smoke from the burning incense pots was 
gently wafted upward, pervading the 
atmosphere which tended to make _ the 
scene more sickening, I felt like saying 
in the words of the poet, “Pity, but do 
not condemn, I pray,” or perhaps the 
language of our Savior from the cross 
would have been more appropriate, “Fa- 
ther, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” Sister Atkinson was along 
on this occasion and said to our escort, 
“Let’s get out of here. I am made to 
think of the time when I was in this 
very temple engaged in painting the 
faces of these images and dressing them 
up in their saintly attire.” As we hurri- 
edly left I could picture in my mind a 
wonderful contrast between her service 
then and now since she is engaged in 
helping people get to God in order that 
their faces may shine, not with cheap 
paint applied by human hands, but be- 
cause the light has come and the glory 
of the Lord has risen upon them, and 
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furthermore, they are clothed with gar- 
ments of salvation. One other thing to be 
noticed is she still has images for her 
subjects, however, they are supposed to 
be images of God, for in His image cre- 
ated He them, male and female. 

The next thing which we noted with in- 
terest was the wonderful system of 
schools, including private, city, state and 
federal institutions. We were taken on a 
visit to the famous “Cruz Garvez” school, 
and as our party entered the different 
class rooms, the students immediately 
suspended their studies and were on 
their feet and at attention in an instant, 
while the teacher approached us extend- 
ing a welcome and a glad hand, offering 
samples of their class work for us to 
look over. This was a kind of vocational 
school and it would taxe too long to go 
into details, but one very interesting 
phase of the work was the department 
where sewing and fancy needlework 
was being taught. There were fifty or 
more modern sewing machines in use and 
the work in silks, satins, and linens that 
they were turning out was really daz- 
zling to one’s eyes. We visited the class 
room where the English Language was 
being taught, and while the rest of our 
party was seated, the writer was extend- 
ed the courtesy of reviewing the after- 
noon lessons. The students seemed to feel 
honored to have a visit from some ore 
whose native tongue was English, and 
took special interest in answering the 
different questions involved and all knew 
their lessons quite well. This school was 
located in a building formerly belonging 
to the Catholics and used as monstery, if 
I remember correctly, until the govern- 
ment confiscated it and converted it into 
a girls’ school. All the students, with the 
exception of a sprinkling of boys in the 
commercial class, were girls who appear- 
ed to be in their early teens. 

At the last we were taken to the top 
of one of the high peaks of the neighbor- 
ing Sierra Madre Mountains for a last 
glimpse of the unique, old world styled 
city. In my imagination I could picture 
myself looking out over the fertile valley 
of the river Nile in Egypt, as we viewed 
the rich valley with its famous date gar- 
dens, oranges and other tropical and sub- 
tropical growth, with the Hermosillo 
river dividing it in the center as it 
spread itself out like a great silver rib- 


bon, wending its way to the Pacific, 
skirted on either side by the great 
Sonorar desert. Looxing upward again 


one could view numerous huge vultures, 
some with black and white wings, as 
they soared upward and circled, winging 
their way to nesting and resting places in 
the high mountain crags far beyond the 
Zauge of the hunter’s gun. We were made 
4o think pf Jesus who is the Rock of our 


“palvatign, “From the ends of the earin 


will I ery unto thee, when my heart is 
overwhelmed: Lead me to the rock that 
is higher than I. For thou hast been a 
shelter for me, and a strong tower from 
the enemy.” Psa. 61:2, 3. Then after an- 
other farewell glimpse of Hermosillo we 
decided that the party responsible tor 
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naming the city selected the right name, 
“Little Beauty,” which in Spanish is cali- 
ed “Er-mo-see-yo.”

I have chosen for my theme, after con- 
siderable prayer and thought, “Twisted 
Truth,” or “So-called White Lies.” I shall 
taxe for my text Rev. 22:13, “For with- 
out are dogs, and sorcers, and whore- 
mongers, and murderers, and _ idolaters, 
and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie.” 

Twisted truths are inverted or wrongly 
emphasized facts. For-instance, if Jonn 
Jones tells his wife something that Susan 
Smith heard her husband repeat, which 
someone else reported at the grocery 
store, it is very likely that when Mary 
Jones tells it two days later the facts 
will be arranged in an entirely different 
manner. More than half the things relat- 
ed about other people are no more than 
twisted truths. 


Let us be careful how we use the truth. ’ 


Let us not exaggerate for in reality it 
is a lie. Remember the good Book reads, 
“Whosoever loveth and maketh a lie —.” 
“Whosoever” does not only mean the 
sinner or unsaved, but also people who 
claim to be followers of Jesus. We are 
the ones to be very careful, not only 
when we talk to our brothers in Christ, 
but also in spcaking: on His Holy Word 
let us not twist the truth to suit our- 
selves, but leave it as God would have it. 
If we are not certain as to whether ‘we 
are telling the exact truth we should keep 
our tongues still. Jamés 1:26, “If any 
man among you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his Own heart, this man’s. religion is 
vain.” So we can readily understand that 
lies are full of deceit. “Oh,” one might 
say, “it really doesn’t make much differ- 
ence if I lie a little in a joke.” Be care- 
ful. Did the devil ever convince the 
Christian to commit a big sin the first 
time after accepting Christ?) *No, he 
usually gets those who backslide by some 
little thing no one will know except 
themselves.

The little room or the 
courtyard would no longer suffice. “Aad 
there was gathered unto him a great 
multitude.” Perhaps this is the reason 
for teaching by the seaside. “So that he 
entered into a ship, and sat in the sea; 
and the whole multitude was by the sea 
on the land.” Jesus made the boat out in 
the sea his rostrum or pulpit, while His 
audience occupied the seaside as an audi- 
torium., 

Vv. 2. “And he taught them many 
things by parables.” This was a new 
method of teaching; the thought or idea 
was the setting forth of one thing by the 
side of another, so that the one may be 
compared with the other. A parable is a 
truth presented as a similitude. It Js 
something in the world of nature which 
finds its counterpart in the world c? 
spirit. The parable attracts attention and 
becomes valuable as a test of character. 
It reveals light to truth seekers, but 
withdraws the light from the world. 

V. 3. “Hearken; Behold, there went 
out a sower to sow.” This parable teaches 
us that Christ is the Sower of truth, 
the great Preacher of the gospel among 
men. 

Vv. 4. “And it came to pass, as he sow- 
ed, some fell by the wayside, and the 
fowls of the air came and devoured it 
up.” Not all who hear the gospel believe 
it. Some fell by the wayside on the hard 
path where it could not penetrate the 


ground. The birds came and devoured it, 
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or Satan the prince and power of the air 
plucked the Word out of their hearts. 

V. 5. “And some fell on stony ground, 
where it had not much earth; and im- 
mediately it sprang up, because it had no 
depth of earth.” On stony ground the 
seed cannot be planted deep, and for 
lack of soil in which to take root, it is 
soon scorched by the hot sun. Pungent 
conviction and heart searching in a well 
consecrated life is necessary to produce 
permanent growth and fruit. 

Vv. 6. “But when the sun was up, it 
was scorched; and because it had no rool, 
it withered away.” As the sun absorbs 
the moisture from the shallow plants, 
just so Satan overshadows the weak anil 
shallow professor and dries up his Chris- 


tian experience by trials and tempta- 
tions. 
V. 7. “And some fell among thorns, 


and the thorns grew up, and choked it, 
and it yielded no fruit.” Those among 
thorns are such as are surrounded with 
unfortunate circumstances that offer 
them many temptations and hinder he 
Word of God in their lives. 

V. 8. “And other fell on good ground, 
and did yield fruit that sprang up and 
increased; and brought forth, some 
thirty, and some sixty, and some an hun- 
dred.” These are those who receive the 
truth and love it, and yield fruit not fn 
equal measure, but some thirty, sixty, 
and an hundred fold. In the first case 
the seed did not produce anything, in 
the second it produced the blade, “it 
sprang up;” in the third it was near pro- 
ducing “but thorns” choked it,” in the 
fourth it produced in different measures, 
depending upon the yieldedness of the tn- 
dividual hearers assisted by divine grace. 

Vv. 9. “And he said unto them, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear.” All had 
ears, and all might hear, but only those 
who would apply themselves according 
to divine principle bore fruit. Some folks 
go to hear some famous preacher througn 
curiosity; they hear but are not sincere. 

V. 10. “And when he was alone, they 
that were about him with the twelve 
asked of him the parable.” Matthew says 
that “the disciples came and said unto 
him.” This did not happen when He was 
preaching in the boat; those who asked 
Him of the parable manifested the earn- 
est inquirer to ascertain the will of God. 

V. 13-20. “And he said unto them, 
Know ye not this parable? and how then 
will ye know all parables? All who are 
instructed in the kingdom of heaven 
ought to understand all parables.” Those 
who inquired were slow to apprehend 
but desirous to learn. 

V. 14. “The sower soweth the word.” 
As the sower broadcasts his seed, so the 
Word falls upon the ears of the hearers. 

v.15. “And these are they by the way- 
side, where the word is sown; but when 
they have heard, Satan cometh immedi- 
ately, and taketh away the word that 
was sown in their hearts.” The Word 
falling upon a calloused heart, hardened 
by sinning, is immediately snatched away 
“by the evil one” urging them to continue 
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on in sin. It is only by prayer that we 
may be kept from his deception. 

V. 16. “And these are they likewise 
which are sown on stony ground; who, 
when they have heard the word, immedi- 
ately receive it with gladness.” This 
ground is more favorable than the form- 
er, in that it receives the Word with 
gladness, however, having “no root tn 
themselves,” that is, they will not open 
and let the Word of God penetrate the 
soil of their heart. Thus, they endure sut 
for a time. “afterward” (for lack of pa- 
tience) when affliction or persecution 
ariseth for the Word’s sake, immediately 
they are offended, because they will nor 
abide in faith. 

V. 19. The thorny ground hearers, be- 
cause of the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts of 
other things entering in, choking the 
Word, becometh unfruitful. Like thorns 
piercing the hand so the affection being 
set upon the world is pierced and wound- 
ed by the cares of this life, because the 
affection is not set on heavenly things it 
is rendered unfruitful. 

V. 20. The good ground hearers are 
those who hear the Word, receive it with 
joy, desire and true devotion of spirit, 
steadfastly retain it, whether in adversity 
or prosperity, some thirty, some sixty, 
some an hundred. For the three bad fea- 
tures of unfruitful ground, here is a 
threefold productiveness,

and talking with angels! And yet, the 
Lord said to him, Come on after me, 
there is a greater experience for you 
(Cornelius). Send and get Peter (Ho‘y 
Ghost preacher) and he will bring the 
light to you and your house and kins- 
folk. Acts 10:1-6. While the men went 
for Peter Cornelius called together his 
kinsmen and friends, Y, 24. Peter caine 
in and began to preach the Gospel to 
that congregation of God-fearing lawkeep- 
ers and while Peter yet spoke the words 
the Holy Ghost fell on all of them, V. 44, 
and this was about eight years after Pen- 
tecost. 

In the 19th chapter of Acts we see 
Paul about twenty-five or thirty years af- 
ter Pentecest coming to Ephesus and 
finding certain disciples (followers) and 
he cried out to that number of disciples, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost since 
(after) ye believed?” The reply from 
them was, “We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost.” 
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Then he in return began to tell them to 
move forward for there is a greater bless- 
ing for you. They were obedient to his 
preaching and walked in the light to a 
greater experience. Paul laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came upon 
them and they spoke with tongues. How 
do we know they were saved _ before 
Paul preached to them? Because they 
were believers and had been baptized and 
were disciples. So we see that the same 
road of continuation from repentance aad 
conversion and by the way of the cross 
to sanctification (Wherefore Jesus also, 
that He might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without the gates) 
and on to the upper room for the Holy 
Ghost, still continued after Pentecost. 
So dear reader, if you don’t have the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost just take 
the highway of holiness (Isa. 35:8) for 
it shines just as bright today as it did 
yesterday. Prov. 4:18. “But the path of 
the just is as the shining light that shin- 
eth more and more (brighter and bright- 
er) unto the perfect day.

(without the noise of confusion) grow- 
eth into an holy temple in the Lord. In 
whom ye are also builded together for 
an habitation of God thru the Spirit,” 
Eph. 2:19-22.

the world. Her powers are not’ vested 
her king but in a man, the most outstand- 
ing personality of the hour, who before 
the deliverance of Jerusalem was obscure 
and unknown. The Papacy, though para- 
lyzed by the Reformation and deprived 
of temporal power by Italy fifty years 
ago, has recovered its former sta‘us, and 
everywhere is reestablishing its abandon- 
ed purpose of controlling world politics 
and religion. 

Apostasy is closely associated with 
these movements. Not many years ago 
clergymen and ministers who questioned 
the fundamental truths of Christianity 
were charged with heresy. Today the doc- 
trines of Voltaire and Tom Payne as well 
as those of Buddha and Confucius, are 
preached with a tinge of sanctity to con- 
gregations that love to hear it. The pro- 
fessors of Christianity no longer believe 
in the truth of the Scriptures, but under 
the name of Modernism infidels have 
wrested and riveted truth. The world of 
today is not the world of twenty years 
ago. The spirit of everything has radi- 
cally changed. Our people do not want 
to confess that they are not on fire as 
in days when this last outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit began but since this depres- 
sion the cares of this life and the per- 
plexities that we are confronting every 
day are cooling off thousands of peopte. 
God he'p us to recouble our diligence, 
renew our covenants with God and carry 
this message to the necdy. 

In the Jast month there has been mucn 
said in the parers concerning technoc- 
racy. This craze has gone forth with such 
flattering suggestions that thousands of 
people are enthused. Multitudes are talk- 
ing about it who have no idea whatever 
what is involved in it. In fact, the: tech- 
nocrats themselves have a way of using 
language that requires interpretation. It 
is suggested that technocracy will take 
the place of democracy. The new scheme 
of government control of all products 
and firance is the product of twelve 
vears of rescarech by scientists at Colum- 
bia University. It is set forth as the only 
solution of the problem of over twelve 
mil'ion unemployed, less than half of 
whom can ever expect to return to gain- 
ful oceypation under the present order 
accord'ng to these experts. They tell us 
if technocracy is not immediately accept- 
ted that millions will starve to death. 
They assert that use rather than profit 
must be the measuring rod of survival. 
They would do away with metal-backed 
currency and substitute a currency based 
on the annual products of energy. The 
new currency would be equally divided 
among the population, not because they 
believe in equality but because it would 
require too much energy to work out the 
theoretical value of every individual. 
The proposed currency could not be safe- 
ly invested or given away. It would have 
to be spent in a specified time or it 


would be valueless. Every able bodied 


man between twenty-four and forty-five 
would be required to sign a contract 
with the national soviet of tcchnologists 
calling for the dclivery of the equivalent 
of four hours’ labor two days a week. 
This would be enough to run the coun- 
try soas to give every family the equival- 
ent of an annual income of $20,000. All 
stocks, bonds and insurance held vy in- 
dividuals would be surrendered to the 
nation’s technical operating staff. 

This is a very flattering suggestion to 
the millions of poor who are _ loitering 
about the streets and country without 
work, It is stated by good authority that 
th's has been virtually promised, on Nov. 
8 in the campaign of the United States 
and in connection with the promises uf 
those who are to taxe the head place. 
The whole world is sick. Something must 
be done. Money and possessions are not 
bringing the usual income. Of course this 
plan of techncecracy calls for the control 
of all business from the inside by the 
reconstruction finance committee. It also 
calls for equal economic rights to every 
citizen of the United States. These rights 
would amount to a guarantee of support 
for every one willing to assist under an 
individual contract in the furnishing of 
the new social machinery. The_ tech- 
nocrats, we are told, in their survey of 
the industries of the United States found 
that overproducing and the increase of 
machinery by the inventors have taken 
the place of labor. These laborers being 
permanently displaced they have no way 
of making a living and it is very neces- 
sary for something to be done. They tell 
us that there is no way apart from revo- 
lution to force technocracy on American 
people. It must be done by propaganda 
among the masses. The propaganda is al- 
ready underway. Great mass meetings are 
being held in the cities. Booklets are b>- 
ing sold by newsboys, and schools of tech- 
nocracy are being opened. Nothing cou'd 
stir great masses quicker than to have 
col'ege professors tell them that every 
man can have the equivalent of $20,000 a 
year for his family for a few hours’ 
work each week. The communists rally 
to this immediately recognizing it ts 
their own doctrine in a new dress. Others 
who would spurn socialism are impressed 
by the new name. Those who follow in 
line would be guaranteed their main- 
tenance by the government. Those who 
refuse would be out of luck. Their metal- 
backed currency would be worthless after 
a certain date. 

Technocracy may be man’s best device 
for saving the human race, but prophecy 
shows that all such devices will come to 
failure. Even the apparent successful 
schemes of the Antichrist will be very 
short-lived. The iron and the clay are 
mixed governments and are becoming 
more and more brittle. The stone ‘cut out 
without hands is the King of kings Him- 
self. Christ alone will bring the solution 
of the hopeless world. Look up for your 
redemption draweth nigh. The _ deliver- 
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ance from this awful oppression will 
come thru a power far greater than man. 
When man has accomplished his work of 
devastation then there will be a kingdom 
set up by Almighty God and this kingdom 
will solve the prob!em and not man. This 
is already apparent to those who are ‘stu- 
dents of prophecy. There could: be no 
more thorough description of the plans 
that will be put into practice by the Antr- 
christ than the outline of true technoc- 
racy. These schemes and plans that man 
has dreamed of and hoped for, but thou- 
sands have thought impossible, will sure- 
ly come to pass. The coming of Jesus is 
surely near. Every movement that is be- 
ing made today by those who are propos- 
ing to bring relief to a suffering world is 


_ nothing more than heading up and mak- 


ing plans paving the way for the re‘gn 
of the Antichrist. 

The world is crying out for a man who 
can help them. solve these _ problenis. 
Daniel describes him in 9:23-25. The 
Bible has many scriptures that bring 
very forcefully to our minds the coming 
of Jesus. I am sure that He will come 
and take away His people just before or 
right at the time of the appearance of 
the man of sin. 1 Thess. 4:13-17. There 
are many other scriptures that tell us 
of the coming of Jesus but those who 
read this piece, 1 suppose, will be well 
acquainted with the subject. We believe 
His coming is close at hand. Our prayer 
every day should be, “Even so come, Lord 
Jesus.” This surely is our blessed and 
only hope, Titus 2:13; our glorious hope, 
Phil. 3:20, 21; our purifying hope, 1 
John 3:1-3; our patient hope, James 
5:7, 8. It is plainly taught in the scrip- 
turcs that the true believers in Christ 
with that good experience that the Bibie 
so fully describes, will be taken out of 
this world.

He de- 
stroys the Antichrist forces with the 
brightness of His coming and out of His 
mouth goeth a sharp sword. He will set 
up a reign of peace for one thousand 
years, then and not until then will this 
problem be solved. Rev. 19:11-16. Who ‘is 
ready for the coming of Christ?
